Work of the Supreme Court 


Figures given out at Indianapolis show that during 


the May term which began on the fourth Monday in May 
and continued until the fourth -Monday in November, the 
Indiana supreme court passed on a total of 155 cases. In 
these cases it has handed down a total of eighty-nine orig- 
inal opinions. There has been frequent criticism in the 
past-to the effect that the higher courts were dilatory that 
they made little attempt to expedite business and that 
litigants were suffering because of the fact that so long a 
time must usually elapse before a ruling could be expect- 
ed from the upper tribunals. 
, • Taking into account the complexity of many of the 
cases, the maze of intricate 1-egal problems often involved 
which necessitate prolonged research and fine, discrimin- 


• ation in questions of law and of fact, the record of the In- 


diana, court during the term just passed seems to absolve 
it from any charge, of unwarranted delay in disposing of 
cases. In addition to its other work the court has passed 
jrpon twenty-six petitions to transfer cases from the ap- 
pellate court, it has passed on twelve petitions for rehear- 
ing in which one party or the other made the contention 
that there had been erroneous statement of the law by the 
supreme court in its original opinion, and fourteen oral 
. arguments have been heard by the full court. 


It is true, as it has been for many years, that the 


higher courts cannot dispose of business as rapidly as it is 
sent to them, but this is largely due to the volume of work 
that:must be done in untangling.knotty points and ques- 
tionable rulings and records that have been embodied in 
the cases in the lower courts, on all of which the upper 
courts must pass. "We laymen,, perhaps, have very little 
conception of the real work involved in the disposition of 
cases sent up to the higher state courts on appeal.

Mr. McAdoo Must Induce a 


$25,000 Man to Fill 


$5,000 Place. 


IS A HARD PROBLEM 


Washington, NOT. 28—How to attract 


a $25,000 man to collect income taxes 
in the city of New York at the $5,000 
salary allowed by congress i« a prob- 
lem that is now puzzling Mr. McAdoo, 
secretary of the treasury. 


The reason for Mr. McAdoo's deep con- 


cern is that the revenues of the govern- 
ment are involved to the extent of from 
840.000,000 to $60,000,000 a year. New 
York's wealthy citizens are expected to 
yield from 40 to 50 per cent, of the en- 
tire income tax. Despite all the regula- 
tions that the treasury department can 
devise, Mr. McAdoo believes that the 
success of the new fiscal system will de- 
pend largely upon the intelligence, ac- 
tivity and honesty of the "men charged 
with the collection!. He believes a law- 
yer would make the more desirable col- 
lector of internal revenue. 
To induce the right man to accept the 
place ho may urge congress in his next 
oflicial report to increase the galarry of 
the position. The collector of the port 
of Now York, who formerly received 
from $30,000 to $40,000 in fees, now gets 
a salary of C12.000. While congress may 
not immediately agree to such a salary 
for the collector of internal revenue, Mr. 
McAdoo believes $0,000 or $8,000 may be 
"ecurcd for the plan?. 


The incumbent of the office is Charles 


T. Anderson, a negro republican, who has 
leld over since the last administration. 
Among the new applicants so1 far are a 
butcher, a tobacconist and a small grocer. 
S*o recommendation has been made by 
Senator O'Gorman. 


The state of New York has four col 


lectors of internal revenue, but by far 
the most important under the new tariff 
bill will be the one in New York city. 


The duty of the new collector will be 


to search out hidden wealth and sources 
of income. Ho must prepare the cases 
for suit where disputes arise and aid in 
prosecuting the cafies through the court-! 


Representative Cordell Hull, of Ten- 


nessee, author of the income tax section 
of the tariff bill, admits that the col- 
lector at New York will he one of the 
most important) officials charged with 
the enforcement of the law. He will ak 
in obtaining an increase in salary for 
that official, but has not indicated whai 
figure he will ask.

ave talked schools, land and irriga- 
ion before, but now, when we tali flag, 
unrise has come to us and the flag 


ongless, flowerlesa land, so arid that it 
requires forty acres to pasture a single 
sheep, the Navajo Indians — proud, aus- 
tere and self-reliant — are making a 
de.perate battle for existence, accord- 
:ng to Joseph E. Dizon, leader of the 
Rodman Wanamaker Expedition of Cit- 
izenship to the North American Indian. 


"They have conquered," he says, "a 


desert of demonical landscape and al- 
most financial geography, and no whit 
should be added to their burden in the 
desolate country occupied by them. 


"All about the country side are to be 


seen empty cathedrals — there are more 
here than there are in all Europe— an< 
the white blazing light throws them into 
strange relief in the barren wasted 


"When we arrived here to present the 


tribe flag ia the name of Mr. Wana 
maker an armed troop of more than a 
thousand Navajos, all mounted, file( 


_ across the blistering sands. There was 
no bugle call or restraining force toregu 
late their action and some of them hai 
ridden 150 miles to take part in the ex 
ercises of the presentation. 
Only the 


grizzled warriors, twenty- four in "num. 
ber, dismounted. 
They stretched th 


great Fort Wads-worth flag taut, ai 
with hands upon it and what it reprc 
sented — justice, fair play and mcrcv 
These supposedly intractable Navajo 
readil-^ signed the declaration of 
al 


liances and were reverently enthusi 
astic. 


"At the further edge of the desert <h 


Hopis live. Here the temperature wa 
found to be 150 degrees. The mercury 
Halted there, but the heat increased. I 
on the plaeau of Wahlpi, 1,000 feet 
sheer from the desert plain, live the 
Hopis in their abode houses, well away 
and protected from the Navajos, their 
hereditary foes, 
i'hcy are a religious 


people, and the purpose of most of their 
prayers is to get rain. Rain is adored 
and homage is rendered to it by all.

But at the 
end of many hours we had bronchi 
them to see itn purpose, and they swore 
to the declaration and allowed the flag 
to be raised over 'their little village,
